Dear CARtoons, 

When 1 received the October 87 issue 
in the mail and I read your Letters 
column, I was interested to note that 
domestic CARtoons is read in all parts 
of the world, as American cartooning is 
the funniest published. Keep printing 
the quality humor and cartoon angles 
you've been accomplishing, vour 
magazine seems to he improving with 
time. 

The letter from Australia, which 
asserted that all automobile body panels 
in the world are made from low grade 
remanufactored or pot steel, is not 
entirely correct. The United States 
makes practically all steel products 
from pig iron, which is melted down 
from iron ore. Steel for American body 
panels can be hot rolled from ingots or 
large blocks of steel which are melted 
down, but the quality of these ingots is 
carefully controlled to prevent impurities 
or defects from being rolled into 
America's high-grade steel. Scrap metal 
from this country is shipped overseas to 
countries like Japan and the steel ingots 
produced from this type of material is 
usually lower quality, which is why 
their body panels rust faster. 

I’m not going to argue quality r 
assertations of foreign versus domestic 
product lines, but 1 still state that all 
down-sized automobiles types are not 
large enough for my six foot one inch 
frame. The sub compact and compact 
cars do not have any dbow room, and 
the back scat is useless (or the trunk is 
missing) and the front tires make wheel 
well humps on the interior floor so I 
have to sit with my legs crooked 
slightly to the side. If Lhis 
uncomfortable way of commuting is 
considered high-quality by someone 
who is live foot mx inches tall, that is a 
shorter person's bias, 

1 suggest an alternative automobile 
design using a four-cylinder front-wheel 
drive be created. Put the steering wheel 
in the center of the car and eliminate 


the passenger seat, as this will allow for 
more leg and elbow room. Install a 
cushy and wide one-person seat in the 
center of the car, so that long 
commutes by single drivers are both 
comfortable and relaxing. Since the 
back seat is useless the way everyone 
designs it now, ins tail a single back seat 
which faces sideways so that there is 
room for the passenger. The automobile 
company's can still cram four people 
into the other design, but give us 
larger-framed people a small car that 
fits us too. CARtoons may want to 
graphically depict my design idea in the 
magazine, as today's most interesting 
cartoons can turn into tomorrow's 
product lines. 

I would also like to see turbo-charged 
V8s in the future, because if a 
four-cylinder has V8 horsepower when 
then the turbocharger kicks in, imagine 
what kind of power a VB would have 
when its turbo kicked in. Keep smiling 
and let's be positive.
